Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C, 121: 

I. Claims 1-10, 14, and 15 are drawn to a louvre apparatus, classified in 
class 49, subclass 074.1 . 

II. Claims 11-13. and 16-19 are drawn to a method of controlling louvre 
panels, classified in class 49, subclass 506. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions of Group I, as claimed, and Group II, as claimed, are related as 
product and process of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both 
of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process for using the product as claimed can be 
practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be 
used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the 
instant case, the product of claim 1 uses another and different process than that set 
forth by process claim 1 1 . In particular, one can communicate to all of the motors of 
claim 1 simultaneously to set all of the sets of louvers to the same single desired 
position. With respect to claim 16, one can use a wired communication medium and/or 
the group I product could be utilized in a process that does not entail storage of any 
representative information before implementation of the rotation command. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

2003 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made.
